A Chester county jury of view 
has awarded $151,200 — ten 
times the State’s offer — to 
Norco Foundry and Specialty 
company for condemnation of 
land in the Route 422 bypass 
construction. 
The award was announced in 
the Chester county Court of 
Common Pleas Thursday fol­ 
lowing hearings February 17 
and 20. 


T h e 
Commonwealth’s \ 
settlement offer of $15,150, 
was made Sept. 30, 1965. 


Norco foundry, represented 
,by Pottstown Attorney C. Ed­ 
mund Wells, refused the offer. 
The original condemnation of 
plans of Dec. 16, 1963. showed 
that part of the foundry — two 
loading platforms — would be 
taken away, necessitating the 
closing of the foundry.

-will become outward looking,” 
he said. 
There are forces at work in 
Europe, he said, saying exactly 
the same thing that was said in 
the United States during the 
isolationist period of the 1930s 
and 1940s. 
“The greatest threat to world 
peace is poverty — it’s social 
misery,” Humphrey said. The 
gap between rich and poor must 
be narrowed by raising living 
standards 
for the poverty- 
stricken., 
Humphrey said the United. 
States is trying to avoid new 
military entanglements requir­ 
ing American troops in Laos 
and Thailand by providing fi­ 
nancial assistance, not manpow­ 
er.“WTe’ve tried to learn some 
lessons these last few months,” 
he said, referring to the Viet­ 
nam war which now involves a 
huge U.S. troop commitment.

The vice president said he 
was convinced the Soviet, Union 
is much more concerned, about 


China than the United States. 
He said the Si no-Soviet ideologi­ 
cal conflict “is one of the great 
danger points in the world." 
When asked about the prob­ 
lem of congressional ethics, 
Humphrey said the first remedy 
would be a “better way of fi­ 
nancing a campaign.” He said, 
however, that Congress is like a 
mirror. “Occasionally you see a 
dirty face.” 
“But people are people," he 
said. “If you want to treat a 
man like a crook you’re apt to 
get. one. What we need in Amer­ 
ica today is a higher respect for 
the Congress..”1 
Humphrey challenged critics 
of politicians and government to 
do more than criticize. “If you 
think politics is dirty, why don’t 
you get in and do something 
about it?” he asked. 
Humphrey said mistakes have 
been made in the antipoverty 
program.

“We’ve wasted some public, 
funds,” he said. “But we’re 
rn.ak.ing progress.

State Board Okays 


Campus Legislation

The State Board of Education 
gave 
its unanimous- endorse­ 
ment Thursday to proposed leg­ 
islation authorizing the board to 
halt 
future 
establishment 
of 
branch campuses hv state-aided 
universities or colleges. 
The move was in, line with the 
board’s proposed Master Plan, 
for Higher 
Education, 
which 
called for the further develop­ 
m ent of a. system, of community 
colleges rather than the continu­ 
ance of branch campuses. 
Frank Hawkins, chairman of 
the board's Council of Higher 
Education, urged that the bill 
now before the Senate be sup­ 
ported. He said he understood 
that it had Gov. Shafer’s back­ 
ing, but an aide to the governor 
said no- official position, had been, 
taken. 
The bill, bearing bipartisan 
sponsorship, 
would 
give 
'the 
board authority to approve or 
disapprove the establishment of 
a branch campus by a. state- 
aided institution, of higher learn­ 
ing. The board made clear in 
its 
Master Plan that branch 
campuses, similar in scope to 
two-year community 
colleges, 
would not be approved... 
If enacted into law, the pro­ 
posed legislation would have the 
effect of blocking 'the establish­ 
ment 
of 
additional 
common­ 
wealth campuses by Pennsylva­ 
nia State University. 
'The board believe*' that branch 
campuses duplicate programs of 
community colleges, putting, the 
state in competition with itself 
since it partially finances both. 
Penn. State feels there is a need 
for both types of institutions. 
The issue was brought to a 
head when Penn State agreed 
to establish a branch in Dela­ 
ware County at the request of 
the county commissioners. 'The 
board approved a community 
college for the county upon peti­ 
tion of local school districts. 
“ This is a m atter of effective 
and efficient use of state funds, 
not a. m atter of the State Board 
wanting more power,” Gail L. 
Rose, a board member, said. 
Sponsors of the Senate bill are 
President Pro Tempore Robert 
D. Fleming, a Republican, and 
Sen. Thomas F. Lamb and Min­ 
ority Leader John H. Devlin, 
Democrats', all on 
Allegheny 
County. 
In another move, the board 
denied a request from the All- 
quippa. School District for per­ 
mission to withdraw' as a spon­ 
sor of the Beaver County Com­ 
munity 
College. 
Beaver 
is 
another county in which Penn 
State operates a branch campus. 
Hawkins said the Aliquippa 
district cited financial reasons 
In petitioning to withdraw from 
the community college. He add­ 
ed, however, that the college it­ 
self would be hurt financially if 
the district’s request were grant­ 
ed. The denial vote was unani­ 
mous.

In last week's lesson we saw 
how, at Pentecost, the disciples 
were filled with the Holy Spirit 
and given the power to proclaim 
the mighty works of the 'Lord. 
Unbelieving bystanders were ut­ 
terly amazed at what they were 
witnessing, and the more world­ 
ly 
and 
sophisticated 
among 
them tried to pass it off as a 
big joke, accusing Jesus’ disci­ 
ples of being drunk with new 
wine. 
Drunk they were, but not 
with wine. They were figura­ 
tively 
intoxicated 
with 
the 
Spirit of the living God. 
Filled with the Holy Spirit, 
Peter, though he had been a 
coward, was transformed into a 
most courageous leader. Before 
an audience of pilgrims who had 
come to Jerusalem for the Pen­ 
tecost he preached a great ser­ 
mon def ending the disciples and 
believers, and declaring them 
recipients of the Holy Spirit. 
To bolster his argument he 
cited toe words of the prophet 
Joel, who had foretold that the 
Epirit of God would be poured 
out upon all flesh, and that men 
and women, y o u n g and old, 
would prophesy (Joel 2:28-32), 
and declared that the prophecy 
was being fulfilled. 
To show the connection be­ 
tween Christ and the amazing 
miracle at 
Pentecost, 
which 
they had witnessed, Peter began 
his sermon at the level of his 
hearers. He began with the fact 
of our Lord's humanity—"Jesus 
of Nazareth, a man"—and pro­ 
ceeded to show that He was ap­ 
proved of God. 
After 
this 
introduction 
of 
Jesus' humanity, Peter remind­ 
ed his listeners that, through 
their evil ways, they had sent 
Jesus the man to 'the cross. Bat 
Jesus the Son of God had con­ 
quered death and the grave. 
God had raised Him from the 
dead, 
performed 
the further 
miracle of the ascension and 
exaltad Him to the place of 


honor, power and glory, the 
“right hand of God." 
In this exalted state, Christ 
sent the Holy Spirit into the 
world to continue His redemp­ 
tive work among men. During 
His earthly ministry, Christ was 
able to communicate only with 
those in His presence or within 
the sound of His voice. He was 
handicapped by the physical 
boundaries of time and space. 
After the resurrection, ascen­ 
sion and Pentecost, Christ be­ 
came spiritually available to all 
men. No longer limited by time 
and space, as when He was a 
man, Christ released the full­ 
ness of God’s love and God's 
grace through the Holy Spirit. 
Released from the confines of 
the physical, Christ was now 
more fully with men than ever. 
Peter’s sermon—as is always 
the case when the Gospel mes­ 
sage is being preached by one 
filled and inspired by the Holy 
Spirit — had the desired effect. 
The crowd to whom he preach­ 
ed, however restless and unbe­ 
lieving in the beginning, became 
solemn 
and 
chastened. 
His 
words stung their consciences 
to the quick and they asked 
what they should do to right 
the wrongs in their lives. 
Peter's answer was, "Repent, 
and be baptized every one of 
you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins and ye 
shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost." He demanded con­ 
trition for their evil deeds and 
conscience, and challenged them 
to change their ways. Every­ 
thing contrary to the will of 
God was to be given up. 
They were to be baptized, a 
symbol of the waahing away of 
their sins, and they would re­ 
ceive the gift of the Holy Spirit. 
This does not mean a gift of the 
Spirit, but the gift of God which 
is identified 
with 
the Holy 
Spirit. 
The results of Peter’s Pente­ 
costal sermon were astounding, 
but it must be remembered that 
they came not from Peter's 
words, but from God. Peter was 
only an instrument in God’s 
hands. God made his words ef­ 
fective;' 'God. touched the hearts 
of men through Peter and joined 
about 3,000 believers to the lit­ 
tle band of disciples.

For years Pottstown policemen fought 
among themselves. Now they’re fighting for 
themselves. Instead of being separated by 
petty differences they’re bound together by 
a common cause. 
Lately the well-oiled department develop­ 
ed some squeeks and 
over the past several 
months the squeeks 
developed into groans. 
A g r i p e session 
was called. It includ­ 
ed Mayor J o s e p h 
Suchoza. Police Chief 
Milton Hooper, Capt. 
Thomas A. Lawler, 
and. at the invitation 
of the men. Council- 
m an Edward Jame­ 
son and Council Presi­ 
dent Milton B. Sailer. 
Under the signa­ 
ture of four uniform­ 
ed sergeants a list of 
requests was given to the chief, mayor and 
council men prior to the meeting.. 
This was the first police meeting for 
Jameson. 
“I was amazed at what I heard,” was his 
reaction. 
"The requests of the men were reason­ 
able; in some cases requests should not have 
been necessary. What they wanted done 
should have been done as a matter of good 
police administration. 
“I was stunned when I learned that 
cars were being operated without sirens 
and dome lights,” Jameson said, “and I 
was dumbfounded when I learned that 
the sirens were sitting in the borough 
garage since last November. 
“The lack of screens between the front 
and back seat in the cars also worries me. I 
was told that the firm which installs them 
was having trouble. Well, why weren't they 
taken to another firm?” 


• 
* 
• 
JAMESON VIEWS the meeting as con­ 
structive, not just a group of men belly­ 
aching. 
“These men want to do the job right and 
should have the right equipment..” 
“I’m going to ask questions on council 


floor. It’* a shame that we have great 
manpower and poor equipment. 
“The meeting was conducted in an 
orderly manner. In fact there was only one 
example of a man getting hot under the 
collar. 
“It was surprising; the whole meeting 
was surprising. I went out of there with 
raised eyebrows.” • • • 
HERE'S a list of equipment the patrolmen 
and sergeants want: 
Shotguns installed in patrol cars, fire 
extinguishers, screens, tear gas equipment, 
flares, red lights, and spotlights. 
They also asked for cabinets for sergeants, 
lockers for the men and a more liberal 
clothing allowance. 
A police official told them that to supply 
lockers would be too expensive. 
'They quickly 'pointed out that the lockers 
were purchased years ago and were never 
uncrated. They’re in storage, gathering dust! 
Jameson asked, “We have the equipment, 
why hasn’t it been put to use?” 
Under former administrations the men 
had sympathizers on council. They want it 
again. They realize they can’t run the police 
department. There must be rules and regula­ 
tions. They acknowledge, but they want their 
views heard. 
Jameson agrees. 
“These men are the ones out in the 
field. They’re where the action is and 
they know what they need. I’m willing to 
sit down anytime and anywhere with a 
representative group. It’s not necessary 
for the mayor or chief to be there either. 
We should have a cross check. 
“If the rtien aren’t satisfied with condi­ 
tions we should hear about it. Maybe the 
complaints wouldn’t be justified but at least 
we’d give them an opportunity to state their 
views and give an explanation of why we 
couldn’t agree, if we couldn't. 
“Pottstown has a good department and I 
think a meeting of this type shows it. We 
have men who think. And we should take 
care of them. 
“I’ve seen other departments in operation 
and we have one of the best and we want to 
keep it that way. I frequently visit other 
departments during vacations and trips and 
I compare. 


ONE OF the biggest gripes the men have 
is the manner in which they’re required to 
wear sidearms. 
“The gun is worn on the left side with the 
butt facing the front. 
“This is just showy,” the men say, "and 
it’s dangerous.” 
A detective nearly lost his gun when a 
suspect made a grab for it a short while 
ago. Only his alertness prevented what could 
have been tragedy. 
“We’re not cowboy heroes who have 
to look like old time movie characters,” 
a patrolman said, “the cross draw system 
is just for showoff appearances.” 
They cite FBI handbooks which rap the 
cross draw as dangerous and impractical. 
Suchoza explained that it’d cost $700 to go 
back to the old holsters. 
“If that’d save a life, it’d be cheap,” one 
of the men answered. 
* 
* 
• 
ANOTHER SORE point is the local re­ 
quirement that the men must wear uniforms 
and sidearms when appearing in court. 
The men have been publicly criticized by 
the judges for appearing in uniform with 
their guns strapped to their waists. 
“When you see a big policeman in 
there testifying all decked out in uniform 
with his gun, it looks like a police atate,” 
some say. 
“It gives the defendant jury sympathy. 
They look at this policeman and figure, he 
has the advantage. They shift their sympathy 
to the defendant.” 
Mayor Suchoza, who conducted the meet­ 
ing. agrees that it was “productive.” 
Suchoza isn’t accepting rumors as truth, 
but the men’s complaints are being checked 
by him. 
One example of rumors was the story 
that arrests are mandatory in all accident 
cases. Figures showed this wasn’t so. Since 
the first of January there have been 157 acci­ 
dents in the borough. Forty six drivers in­ 
volved were given citations. 
Suchoza knows that some of the com­ 
plaints are justified, however. 
The meeting cleared the air. The men had 
the opportunity to sound off. 
Now they’re waiting. 
They want to see what’ll be done.
